Although only joo name* of voters 
Htrc necessary Lu asking the county 
school hoard to cell an dec;inn on the 
question of adopting the compulsory 
school attendance law, there were 
over three hundred names oil the list 
presented to the busrd Monday. Under 
the luw, when one-fourth of the vo¬ 
ters in the district petition the board 
for an election, tin board must call 
such election, and if two-thirds of the 
voter* in th* district vote in the a(• 
nrnutivc the law become* effective. 
The law requires an attendance of 
only Ho da>> nut of the year and for 
children between the ages of eight 
and fourteen. The term of such 
compulsory attendance shall begin 
each year at the time o| * regular 
ScUool term in such district, At pres¬ 
ent all of the schools in the St. Cloud 
school district are npvu for mure tnsn 
4*9 days, those u( the city of St. Cloud 
U-ina in session from September t‘* 
May, practically nine months. 

This law is a necessity lor the ad¬ 
vancement of our school* since the 
amount of money received from, the 
state for the schn.il* U based on the 
mint bet of children to at ten 4 each 
year. A sciiuol to be continued in the 
rural districts must have a certain 
number of pupils, attending regularly. 
Hie minimum number being small, 
unless all the children In a district 
that are Ol school Sge attend regu¬ 
larly the money obtained ia ten small 
I nr the proper Improvement nt our 
school facilities. With every child 
in the district that is of sehuol agt 
in attendance, those schools that arc 
now poorljr equipped may be benefit-
